FROM  THE  PRINCIPAL'S  DESK 


WE  STAND  ON  THE 
SHOULDERS  OF  GIANTS 

St.  Michael's  was  founded  to  serve  youth 
seeking  a  Catholic  education.  St.  Mike's  has 
never  been  associated  exclusively  with  the 
wealthy,  the  middle  class,  or  the  poor.  In 
fact,  it  has  served  students  from  the  modest 
to  the  prominent,  the  wealthy  to  the  impov- 
erished. 


1  have  been  made  aware  that  our  fund- 
raising  effort  has  been  making  the  case  for  St. 
Michael's  College  School  as  if  we  were  one 
of  the  schools  founded  for  the  education  and 
training  of  the  Toronto  establishment.  If 
that  is  so,  we  have  given  the  wrong  impres- 
sion. We  want  to  be  judged  on  the  quality 
and  the  success  of  our  academic  program.  St. 
Mike's  will  strive  always  to  be  academically 
elite,  never  financially  nor  socially  elite. 

It  IS  true,  we  are  a  private  school  and  we 
have  had  wealthy,  generous,  Catholic  fami- 
lies in  our  midst.  Nevertheless,  St.  Michael's 
prime  educational  goal  did  not  and  will  not 
take  note  of  wealth  or  poverty,  hut  rather 
how  the  student  functions  as  student.    It  was 


the  clear  intention  of  the  fi)unders  that  the 
school  be  within  the  Catholic  Academic 
Tradition,  academically  excellent  and  the 
best  it  could  be  in  athletics.  St.  Mike's  was 
never  intended  to  be  a  Catholic  school  for 
I  he  privileged. 

This  observation  is  not  inteiii-led  to 
detract  from  St.  Michael's,  nor  to  uiake  a 
statement  concerning  the  old  established 
schools.  There  were  as  good  reasons  for  their 
existence  as  there  were  for  the  founding  of 
St.  Michael's.  1  want  to  preserve  the  goals  of 
the  school  which  our  founders  and  teachers 
left  to  us:  a  Catholic  school  striving  for 
excellence;  a  modern  school  prepared  to 
guide  and  comfort  the  young  who  come  seek- 
ing Goodness,  Discipline  and  Knowledge. 

Last  summer  1  visited  the  Basilian  ceme- 
tery. As  1  walked  from  grave  to  grave,  1 
could  not  help  remembering  the  life  and 
work  of  the  men  buried  there.  I  was  struck 
by  their  youth.  1  remembered  their  dedica- 
tion to:  their  students.  Priesthood,  teaching, 
.md  their  coaching.  Those  men  were  the 
heart  and  soul  of  St.  Michael's  College 
School.  Their  lives  were  dedicated  to  the 
education  of  the  young.  They  did  not  count 
the  hours,  nor  did  they  complain  of  the  sacri- 
fices asked  of  them.  Literally,  they  gave  their 
lives  to  St.  Michael's.  We  will  not  forget 
them. 

1  have  titled  this  article  "WE  STAND 
ON  THE  SHOULDERS  OF  GIANTS". 
The  phrase  is  attributed  to  Bernard  of 
Chartres,  a  12th  century  scholar.  It  was  his 
praise  of  the  great  saints  and  academics  who 
influenced  his  life.  He  was  grateful  to  his 
teachers  because  his  work  and  his  fame  was 
dependent  on  their  work  and  teaching. 


Each  of  us  received  a  St.  Michael's  educa- 
tion. In  a  real  sense,  we  can  say  that  we  stand 
on  the  shoulders  of  those  who  taught  us. 
Their  training  and  the  concepts  which  they 
bequeathed  to  us  live  with  us.  Their  gen- 
erosity demands  that  we,  in  imitation  of 
them,  be  generous  with  the  youth  of  our  day. 

St.  Michael's  needs  your  assistance.  The 
present  building  is  now  forty-five  years  old 
and  must  be  renovated  to  meet  current  build- 
ing codes  and  be  expanded  to  meet  the  needs 
of  new  programs.  The  school  must  enter  the 
next  century  able  to  represent  the  best  in 
Catholic  Educational  Philosophy  and  able  to 
access  information  technologically. 

The  Basilian  Fathers  will  continue  their 
suppi)rt  of  the  school.  They  donate  the 
salaries  of  the  priests  who  teach  or  adminis- 
ter. They  guarantee  the  annual  operational 
deficit.  This  year  that  deficit  will  amount  to 
$1,400,000.  They  provide  $200,000  in  bur- 
sary assistance  to  those  who  cannot  pay  all  or 
part  of  the  tuition.  Recently,  the  Basilian 
Community  pledged  $1,000,000  to  The 
Building  Fund.  The  remaining  costs  of  ren- 
ovation and  building  must  come  from 
Alumni,  friends  of  St.  Michael's,  the  inter- 
ested public,  and  Foundations  who  wish  to 
colLiborate  in  the  future  of  St.  Michael's. 

The  Building  Fund  is  now  appealing  to 
you  to  assist  with  the  renewal  of  St. 
Michael's.  Help  fulfill  the  vision  of  our 
founders:  an  education  which  produces 
strong,  competent  men  who  care.

The  srudents  ot  St.  Michael's  C^>IIchc 
School  have  aUvays  shown  themselves  to  he 
wonderful  leaders  in  everything  that  they 
Lindertake.  Their  indomitahle  commitment  to 
spirituality,  academics,  and  athletics  is  indis- 
putahle.  In  recent  years,  the  St.  Michael's 
Green  Council  has  distinfzuished  itselt  as  one  of 
these  leaders. 

The  Green  Council  is  a  student-run 
oryaniiatum  that  is  wholly  committed  to  the 
preservation  ot  our  precious  environment. 
Under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Michael  Quinn  and 
President  Grei;  Ponesse,  the  council  addresses 
the  mam  environmental  issues  that  are  encoun- 
tered at  St.  Xhch.iel's.  Workmi;  m  concert  wuh 
the  administration,  the  Green  Council  has 
recentlv  initiated  the  first  composting  program 
at  the  school.  Tlie  students  have  also  expanded 
the  scope  ot  the  school's  existing  paper-recy- 
cling ,icti\'ities  to  include  a  full  fledged  recycling 
centre  in  the  cafeteria.  Apart  from  projects  that 
are  directed  towards  the  school,  the  council  is 
also  involved  with  international  organizations 


Mich  as  Greenpeace. 

In  addition  lo  these  important  endeavours, 
many  students  have  expressed  interest  in  the 
renovations  and  additions  that  are  planned  for 
the  school  huilding.  The  Green  Council's  m.iin 
concern  is  the  potential  environnienlal  iiiipaci 
of  a  project  of  this  magnitude.  As  such,  the 
.Architectural  committee  was  appointed  to  study 
the  main  ecological  issues  involved,  along  with 
the  vast  array  of  "environment  friendU"  prod- 
ucts .ind  techniques  that  could  he  utilized  m  the 
construction.  After  engaging  in  thorough 
research  efforts,  the  committee  h,is  prepared  ,i 
report  that  was  recently  presented  at  a  meeting 
with  Fr.  Mohan,  Mr.  Michael  Duffy,  and  his 
hr.  >ther  Mr.  Paul  Duff^-. 

The  ultimate  goal  ot  the  Green 
Council  is  to  achieve  a  "super-insulated",  self- 
sufficient  school  that  is  a  prototype  huilding  ot 
the  future.  Thus,  the  committee  has  suggested 
the  possihilitv  of  alternative  energy-  resources, 
such  as  active  or  passive  solar  energy,  as  well  as 
re\iewing  some  ot  the  innovatne  insulation 


techniques  currently  availahle.  The  benefit.s  of 
recycled  huilding  materials  and  wood  alterna- 
ti\es  were  also  mentioned.  The  organizers 
expres.sed  particular  interest  in  the  possibility  of 
energy  efficient  windows.  In  fact,  St.  Michael's 
has  alre.kly  made  a  significant  step  in  this  area 
hv  mst.illing  diiuhle-glazed,  argon-filled  win- 
diiws  in  the  cafeteria  and  science  wings. 
.Another  topic  of  interest  was  the  possihility  of 
using  solar  aquatics  as  part  of  an  on-site  sewage 
treatment  program.  .A  multitude  of  other  possi- 
hilities  for  the  school  were  analyzed. 

It  is  imperati\'e  that  the  student  body 
have  some  degree  of  input  into  any  major  pro- 
ject affecting  the  school.  To  this  end,  the  Cireen 
Council  hopes  to  continue  its  in\'olvement  with 
■idministration  by  making  the  sentiments  of  the 
students  known.  By  investing  in  an  "environ- 
ment friendly"  building,  it  is  the  Green 
Council's  sincere  hope  that  St.  Michael's 
College  School  can  demonstrate  a  strong  com- 
mitment to  its  role  as  a  steward  of  God's  cre- 
ation. 


THE  CASE  FOR  ST.  MICHAEL'S  SCHOOL  IN  THE 
TWENTY-FIRST  CENTURY 


In  1984,  the  Government  ot  Ont.ino 
extended  the  jurisdiction  of  Catholic  School 
Ro.irds  to  include  all  elementary-  and  secondar\- 
grades.  Tire  announcement  was  welcome  news  tor 
Catholic  Private  High  Schools  hard  pressed  to 
meet  the  cost  of  education  through  ruition. 
St. Michael's  College  School  elected  to  temain  pri- 
vate. Tlie  Basilian  Fathers  had  strong  con\ictions 
concerning  the  religious,  academic 
education  offered  at  St.Michael's.  It  was  the  first 
Basilian  School  in  North  America  and  they  want- 
ed It  to  be  Catliolic,  academically  excellent  and 
•nailable  to  those  who  chose  to  attend. 
Since  the  founding  of  St.Michael's  m  1852,  the 
school  has  operated  within  the  C.Atholic 
Ac.idemic  Tradition.  This  tradition  uses  modem 
research  procedures  and  teaching  methods  and 
uses  the  teachings  of  the  Chutch  and  the 
Scriptutes  as  legitimate  resources.  Tlie  Catholic 
Academic  Tradition  envisages  the  unity  of  .ill 
truth  .ind  lecognizes  an  essential  compatibilitv 
between  faith  and  reason. 

St.Michael's  College  School  relates  Theology, 
Science,  Geography,  Literature,  Mathematics, 
History,  Economics  .md  .An  in  a  great  synthesis  of 
tnith.  Tlie  nature  and  the  academic  procedures  of 
each  area  of  study  are  respected.  Theology-  is  not 
compromised  hv  Science  nor  is  Science  dictatetl 
to  by  Tlieolog^'. 


The  men  who  founded  St.  Mich.iel's 
were  scholars.  They  vowed  their  lives  to  the 
Basilian  Commumry,  to  St.Michael's  and  to  their 
students.  St.Michael's  College  School  is  pteparing 
to  enter  the  rvventy-first  century.  The  administra- 
tion, the  Basilian  and  lay  staff  are  confident  that 
the  religious  and  academic  principles  that  have 
guuided  this  school  fon  the  last  one  hundred  and 
forr\-three  years  will  ser\e  well  in  the  preparation 
and  in  the  owrk  of  the  school  m  the  next  centur\'. 
Obviously,  the  challenge  of  the  twenty-first  centu- 
ry will  be  different  than  the  challenge  of  eightee 
fifty-two.  The  next  century  will  be  an  Age  of 
Infomiation.  St.Michael's  must  be  prepared  acade- 
mically and  technologically  to  relate  to  an 
unprecedented  volume  of  current  information. 
Once  more,  our  religious  and  academic  principles 
will  guide  us.  Pedagogically,  our  new  challenge 
and  task  will  be  to  identih'  educational  objecti\es 
that  must  be  taught  and  distinguish  these  from 
obicctives  that  must  be  learned  through  individ- 
ual, student  research.  Students  will  need  the 
research  skills  to  use 

scholarly  resources  and  the  technological  skills  to 
contact  penment  intonnation  through  ptmr  .ind 
computers. 

The  motto  of  the  otiginal  Basilian 
F.ithers,  "TEACH  ME  GOODNESS,  DISCI- 
PLINE AND  KNOWLEDGE",  will  direct  the 


dexelopment  of  St.Michael's. 

Tlie  goodness  of  creation  inspired  our 
founders.  They  knew  that  creation  reflected  the 
Creator;  that  His  gocxlness  w-as  at  the  verv'  essence 
of  things.  They  taught  us  the  "Gocxlness  was 
diffusive".  Goodness  could  not  he  contained. 
Goodness  was  present  in  the  school  community' 
and  in  all  that  we  studied.  Those  men  loved  us 
and  disciplined  us  so  that  goodne.ss  would  be  inte- 
grated into  our  lives;  so  that  we  would  have  the 
ability  to  relate  the  goodness  of  Science, 
Literature,  TheoKigy,  Mathmatics  and  Art  in  an 
understanding  that  is  useful,  an  understanding 
that  IS  knowledge.  They  knew  that  recognizing 
gocKlness  wherever  it  was  found  would  free  us  from 
mere  fashion  and  error  and  allow  us  to  use  the 
knowledge  which  comes  from  understanding  to 
enh.ince  life  to  praise  The  Creator.  This  is  ,ind 
uiU  the  constant  t.isk  of  St. Mich.iel's  School.

A  BASILIAN  SCHOOL  IN  CALI  COLOMBIA
